A RUSSIANWVIEW OF ENGLISH | 
‘ IMPERIALISM. ° 


' ‘The Russian. fabulist, Krilov, haa pointed out 
in one of. hia fables that no henollt can actus 
from n line of conduct saggested by an enemy, 
cand therefore it is instructive to learn the way 
in which Russia considers that we should not 
walk, énd wiso'to consider the yabyss towards 
which Imperialism is hastening us. ‘The very, 
namo of Chamberlain is Anathoma Maranatha 
to Russians; has ho not statod in an ofter-dinner 
speech that Imporialism ‘and Commerce ‘ara’ 
aynonynious terms? And is. it not precixely 
oar’ commercial supremacy’ which European 
nations can neither explain away nor forgive 2 

In Rooshoyé Boqutstvo, the correspondent who 
always signed himself “ Dionio,” is mich con- 
cérned at the spread of Tmporialiam in Exigland, 
He is unable .to undorstand that, in'a free 
country, men both know what they want and 
seo that they gat it; nér. does he realise that 
what"he regards as a mere ebullition of transient 
enthusiasm represents {the deep-seated feelings 
of a non-emotional race. Ho begins by turning 
into ridicule the “ satnimalia,” or exprosious of 
popular delight over British suovesses, and then 
proceeds to prove that, Loyond a few Jingoes 
who pine solely for militarism ond on overwhol- 
ming standing army, every class in .Englind is 
actuated by’ the most sordid and selfsecking 
motives, cating nob one jot for the prosperity 
of the-Empire. 'Tho‘article onds thus: “ ‘T'ho 
English. -working—classes—aro—possessed_of too: 
sound, commonsense not to realise what, Imper- 
juliam threatens them with in. the long ran. 
Moreover, the pick of the intellectual powor of 
the land, of that England which overywhero 
arouses just admiration and estosr, is now 
waging. a voliant and stubborn fight apainst 
Imperialism in all its aspects.” ‘ihe result of 
tha recent elections must, ona fours, have some- 
what staltified the above orasntar statemont. 

‘But “Dionio” admits that one cluss—tho 
clargy—has olveady benefited very tangibvly by 
lmperislism, [ seems that, in gratitude for 
£890,000 por unnum granted thom.ia 1897 (the
